Paris, October 12, 1867. 

I nAVE little else but necrological intelligence to 
send you. The exhibition and the war (which 
everybody believes imminent) seem to have para- 
lyzed all literary labor. Stagnation reigns in letters 
as well as in trade. Death alone continues active. 
We lost, last month, Dr. Rayer, one of our most 
eminent physicians. Although he was the author 
of many papers lost in those oceans of letterpress, 
the proceedings of learned societies, he wrote only 
two books, one on skin diseases, the other on dis- 
eases of the kidney. He owed his great professional 
success to his social relations. Do not understand 
me as suggesting that his talents were of an inferior 
order, and his social tact great. I believe Dr. Rayer 
was a man of very great talents ; he was a physician 
of great accomplishments ; but his social relations 
gave him a degree of power which no medical man 
of his day possessed. His patients were the most 
eminent people of all the classes of aristocratic 
society, and his will gave the ribbon of the Legion 
of Honor, places in churches and in convents with 
an easy authority which made him the leader of a 
large party in the medical world, and of course 
raised up enemies to him. There is no royal road to 
knowledge, but there is a golden road, and down its 
smooth, pleasant, rapid track Dr. Rayer went. 
Those blessed wrestlings with poverty which Vel- 
peau and Trousseau found inevitable, he was spared. 
He never knew how disheartening it is to wait for 
a book or for a professor which the empty purse is 
unable to svupply, for he was born the heir of an 
independent estate. Strange tosay, he proved more 
considerate and beneficent to the poorer members 
of his profession than Velpeau or Trousseau, who 
had known the sharpness of poverty. Wealthy 
men are not insensible, but they are unconscious. 
They are not callous, but they are ignorant of the 
pangs of the struggle poverty niust engage in with 
life. Food seems to them to come as easily as respir- 
able air, and they as soon think of inquiring how one 
fares for food as how one is off for atmospheric air. 
Dr. Rayer was always on the lookout to aid the 
struggling, deserving medical man. Cavillers say 
he did this to build a party around him. Ido not 
pretend to read men’s hearts, nor am I prone to 
ascribe grovelling motives to noble deeds. What- 
ever Dr. Rayer’s motives were, his actions were

Messrs. E. Littré, Claude Bernard, and Robin the 
opportunity to develop their talents to the world. 
Dr. Rayer likewise rendered essential service to his 
profession by the establishment of the Biological 
Society. In truth, he was ever most active where 
there was a good work.to be done, an improvement 
to be made, or an experiment to be tried. He at- 
tained more honors and left a larger estate than 
any other medical man of his day. 

I greatly regret to have to record the death of M. 
Adolphe Herty, whose admirable work on the “ City 
of Paris’? I mentioned in a recent letter. 
literally worn out by incessant labor and arduous 
struggles for his favorite idea, though only forty- 
nine years old, and originally the possessor of a 
singularly robust constitution. His earlier years 
were spent in restoring the principal medieval and 
revival edifices in France, and he was next em- 
ployed by M. Albert Lenoir to aid him in the prepa- 
ration of his “ Statistique Monumental de Paris.”

great work. He spent ten years onit, and had suc- 
ceeded in making so admirable a book that the most 
eminent antiquarians here begged the municipal 
authorities to give him an office which should 
enable him to prosecute his labors and to publish 
his work at the municipal expense. Examination 
of his book made the municipal authorities as 
enthusiastic as the antiquarians ; they embraced 
his plan, added to it, and ehtered upon that series 
of publications mentioned in a recent letter. He 
has left behind him all his manuscripts ready for 
the press. Inscrutable are Heaven’s decrees in 
dooming so many Moseses to know the Promised 
Land only from Mount Pisgah !

A very curious piece of literary history has been 
published lately. It shows one of the ways in 
which valuable treasures disappear, and how many 
agents of destruction are there always at work to 
deprive us of literary monuments which can never 
be replaced! ‘“ Some years since, in a town contain- 
ing more than eight thousand inhabitants, and 
situated in the centre of France, the place of libra- 
rian became vacant. This town’s library still (the 
importance of this word will presently be seen) 
contains two hundred and seventy-nine manu- 
scripts, some of them of great value, and about 
eight thousand printed°volumes. This place of 
librarian was given by the municipal authorities as 
a retreat to the college dancing-master, whose legs 
had grown so stiff by age that he could no longer con- 
tinue to give dancing-lessons. The dancing-master 
was scarcely able to read or write. His growing 
infirmities soon made it impossible fur him to 
move, and the municipal authorities were obliged 
to give him an assistant. The librarian’s salary 
was sixty dollars a year; his assistant’s salary was 
fourteen dollars a year. The person selected as 
assistant was an ex-coach guard, who already exer- 
cised the functions of sweeper and messenger of the 
library. He exercised, moreover, the offices of 
messenger, porter, and wood-sawyer in town. He 
Was very sordid and very avaricious, and pretended 
to be much poorer than he really was. While he 
was in office—whose duties he discharged alone, 
and without the least supervision—maunuscripts 
and valuable books disappeared from the library. 
The library had no inventory. The only duty this 
sub-librarian was able to discharge—stamping the 
volumes with the mark of the library—was that 
which, for excellent reasons, he took good care 
never to perform. After filling this place for seven- 
and-twenty years, he died alone, on a miserable 
cot. When the Law came to examine his effects, 
and to give orders for his burial, two iron keys, 
Secured by a stout string, were found tied to his 
arm. They opened the door of a shed, or store- 
Toom, such as rag-pickers use. Fifteen hundred 
Volumes lay there pell-mell with rags, broken vic- 
tuals, and rubbish of all sort. The most certain 
losses met by the library could be proved only by 
evidence. No legal claim could be put in.”

Mr. Cuarues Dickens will be heartily welcomed 
in this country, not only by the literary class, but 
by the community at large. We are all indebted 
to him for the gratification which his numerous 
works have imparted, and that feeling will be ap- 
preciated by Mr. Dickens no less when expressed 
by sincere and gentlemanly greetings than by noisy 
and obtrusive demonstrations. The numerous and 
large editions of his writings which have been is- 
sued and sold here indicate most clearly the esteem 
in which he is held as an author, and he will not 
of course be inclined to think otherwise than well 
of those who have thus shown that they think so 
well of him. The general desire to see him will in 
itself render his readings a success, apart from their 
merit as refined and genial intellectual entertain- 
ments. 

Avtuorsaip or “ Emity Cnesrer.”—A few years 
ago an American novel, entitled “ Emily Chester,” 
was published by Ticknor & Fields, without any 
avowal of the authorship. The ability manifested 
in this work attracted unusual attention, but the 
author, evidently a Maryland lady, kept her secret. 
In a second novel of society, entitled ‘‘ Opportunity,” 
and with the scene in Maryland and Cape May, the 
author’s name is announced as Miss Anne M. Crane. 


Mr. Mort.ey, tue Histortan.—Among the nume- 
rous announcements by Mr. John Murray, in the 
“London Times” of November, covering an entire 
page of that journal, is the conclusion, in two vol- 
umes, octavo, with an index, of J. Lothrop Motley’s 
“ History of the United Netherlands; from the Death 
of William the Silent to the Twelve Years’ Truce of 
1609, when the Dutch Republic was received into 
the great family of Nations by treaty with Spain.” 
The following extract from Mr. Motley’s preface is 
full of interest: “‘A change has been made in the 
epoch at which it was origina!ly meant to close this 
work. Instead of going on with the exclusive his- 
tory of the Netherlands until the Synod of Dort, the 
author has thought it more strictly in accordance 
with his general plan, as well as more convenient 
for the reader, to pause with the narrative at the 
point of time when the Republic was formally ad- 
mitted into the family of nations by the treaty of 
twelve years’ truce, and when its independence was 
virtually admitted by Spain. The history of the 
Thirty Years’ War, with which the renewed conflict 
between the Dutch Commonwea!th and the Spanish 
Monarchy was blended, until the termination of the 
great European struggle by the peace of Westphalia, 
involves all the most important episodes in the pro- 
gress of the Netherlands until the year 1648. Upon 
this history, which is the natural complement to the 
author’s two works— The Rise of the Dutch Repub- 
lic,’ and ‘ The History of the United Netherlands’— 
he is now engaged, and he hopes at a future day to 
ask for it the indulgence which has been generously 
accorded to its predecessors.” It is stated, in “ Col. 
J. W. Forney’s Letters from Europe,” evidently on 
the authority of Mr. Motley himself, that he would 
be compelled, by his removal from Vienna, where 
many and important sources of information, private 
as well as public, were placed at his disposal, to 
abandon the idea of writing the history of the Thirty 
Years’ War; but his announcement, as above, shows 


| that, happily for the interests of literature, he has 


determined to resume his labors. The concluding 
volumes of the “United Netherlands” give a full 
view of the English-Dutch struggle with Spain, and 
of the origin and destruction of the Spanish Armada.

We have read Dr. Burt’s Letters with no other feel- 
ing than that of gratification. Of letter writing about 
Western and Southern Europe there is enough and 
to spare, but in this volume we have an agreeable 
transition to more ancient and hallowed localities. 
Our tourist journeyed leisurely, and really saw what 
he saw, instead of merely contemplating its reflection , 


in his Murray. Nor was he driven in his travels by 
any one dominant idea which produced squint vision 
in a particular direction, and prevented him from 
fairly surveying all sides of all things. It was not 
as theologian, antiquarian, or sentimentalist that he 
journeyed, but rather as one who would gather up 
entertainment and profit by seeing the world gene- 
rally, though he could also be quite as theological, 
erudite, and even sentimental as anybody else if 
there was occasion for so being. Hence, there runs 
all through the volume a continuous vein of geni- 
ality, and at times of positive humor, a sympathy 
with all the persons and places visited, yet an eye 
to the ludicrous, and an apt suggestion of scholar- 
ship just at the right time and place, without the 
obtrusion of scraps of after-acquired history and 
the transcriptions of mere guide-book knowledge. 
Any one who will read Dr. Burt’s narrative with a 
map of the countries before him, will receive, not 
only entertainment, but instruction. The pervad- 
ing style is neat and graphic, unlabored and unpre- 
tentious, just such as a gentleman and a scholar 
would employ in easy and familiar correspondence 
with a friend, and therefore equally removed both 
from common-place and from bookishness. We 
have not, for a long time, met with any work of 
this class which was really more enjoyable.

De Fourcy is Professor in the Faculty of Sciences 
in the Academy of Paris, and his elementary trea- 
tise in Trigonometry has been regarded as one of 
the best that has been written. Professor Smith 
has done good service in preparing this translation, 
and we should not be surprised if it became as pop- 
ular in this country as the works of Biot and Le- 
gendre. The explanations are perspicuous, and 
the course of investigation contained in the text is 
not extended beyond the general requirements of 
elementary study.

A Manual of Anglo-Saxon for Beginners: comprising 
a Grammar, Reader, and Glossary, with Explana- 
tory Notes.
